The National Archives received the documents from 
the Kennedy family in October 1966, on condition that they 
be withheld from public examination for the next five 
years. 

Burke Marshall, representative of the Kennedy fami- 
ly, said Dr. Lattimer was the first expert to request per- 
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mission to view the documents when the deadline expired 
last October. 

Marshall, entrusted by the Kennedy family to decide,
